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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts of Missouri government during July, the first 
month of the 1978-1979 fiscal year, were up 22.79 percent. 


Contributing to this boost in tax receipts were inflationary factors in the 
economy, the seasonal drop in the unemployment rate and the continued growth 
of commerce during the first half of 1978. July receipts, however, traditionally do 
not forecast an economic trend for the balance of the year and comparable large 
monthly increases in receipts are not expected to continue. 

No judgment on a long-term trend can be made until receipts for the entire 
first quarter of the fiscal year are recorded. 

General revenue receipts last month were $77,098,788. This was an increase 
of $14,309,901 over receipts of the first month of the previous fiscal year. 

The strongest revenue gain was recorded in individual tax receipts, which 
climbed 29.08 percent. Total revenue from this tax during July was $23,777,910, 
representing an increase of $5,356,498 over the comparable month in fiscal 
1977-78. 


Corporate income tax receipts were up 27.92 percent, totaling $4,148,419. 
This was a gain of $905,418. 


Sales tax receipts totaled $38,529,743. This was an increase of 16.85 per- 
cent, or $5,556,861. 


Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes climbed 0.04 percent and totaled 
$2,455,168.
